Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-75 are allowable based on the arguments filed 08/1 1/04 and the 
inclusion of the following limitations (as stated from claim 1): "wherein the data 
representation language schema indicates a sequence for the ordered set of messages" 
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and "wherein said verifying comprises accessing the data representation language 
schema to determine if the sequence of the first message complies with the sequence 
for the ordered set of messages as indicated by the data representation language 
schema". Specifically, none of the prior art discloses or suggests a data representation 
language schema that indicates a sequence for an ordered set of messages that is 
further used in verifying the sequence of the ordered set of messages. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Pertinent Prior Art

4. U.S. Patent 6,725,281 by Zintel et al. "Synchronization of controlled device state 
using state table and eventing in data-driven remote device control model" April 20, 
2004. Discloses the use of a data representation language document for describing 
general message behavior (See Col. 27-28). However, there is no teaching or 
suggestion for indicating a sequence for an ordered set of messages and further 
verifying this sequence by accessing a schema.
